Fury after 10-month wait for mobility scooter shelter

A 96-year-old World War II hero has 
been left housebound for 10 months 
after his housing trust failed to pro¬ 
vide a shelter for a mobility scooter 
he was bought for Christmas. 

George Johnson, who fought in 
the Battle of Dunkirk and defended 
Coventry from the blitz, contacted 
Raven Housing Trust last Christ¬ 
mas after receiving a mobility 
scooter from his family. 

After almost a year of sporadic 
home visits and neighbour consul¬ 
tations he is still in the dark as 
to whether or not the trust, which 
manages his housing in Cedars 
Road, Banstead, will build the 
shelter. 

Only able to walk a few hundred 
yards on his two walking sticks, Mr 
Johnson has been rendered totally 
housebound, other than on 
Wednesday mornings when adult 
social care services take him to the 
local shops. 

Mr Johnson, who also served in 
North Africa in 1939, said: “I’m 
stuck in my house and I’m desper¬ 
ate to get out. I get so bored I’m 
climbing the walls. 

“If they just refused it wouldn’t 
be as bad as this. I just hate being 
left in the dark. 

“I think they reckon I’m going to 
go away, but I’m not going to stop

fighting them. 

“Everyone keeps telling me be¬ 
cause I served this country in the 
war I deserve to be treated with 
more respect.” 

After being contacted by this 
newspaper Raven Housing Trust 
has offered an apology, promised to 
speed up the assessment process, 


and made available a shelter 100 
metres from Mr Johnson’s home, 
although he believes this is too far. 

It also needs an electric door to be 
fitted for Mr Johnson to access it 
properly. 

A spokesman at the trust, said: 
“There’s no excuse for taking such 
a long time to respond conclusively 


to Mr Johnson. 

“Regarding building a new shel¬ 
ter we’ve promised to conclude a 
health and safety assessment and 
resident consultation within seven 
days. 

“An internal review of how we 
conducted this enquiry will be held 
immediately.”

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Lessons following baby’s death

A hospital boss has insisted 
changes have been made to 
protect unwell children fol¬ 
lowing the death of a month- 
old twin boy. 

A coroner questioned 
whether Epsom and St Helier 
University Hospitals NHS 
Trust has appropriately 
amended their provision of 
care during the inquest of 
Micah Smith last week. 

Micah Smith died from hy¬ 
drocephalus - a condition in 
which excess fluid puts pres¬ 
sure on the brain and causes 
irreparable damage - on July 


15,2013. 

His inquest was held on 
September 22 and 23 this year. 

Dr Karen Henderson, assis¬ 
tant coroner for Surrey Coro¬ 
ner Court, judged that a 
“delay in diagnosis” at Epsom 
Hospital left Micah with a 
“bleak chance of survival”. 

She was concerned lessons 
had not been learned and suf¬ 
ficient safeguarding measures 
might not have been put in 
place since the incident two 
years ago. 

She said: “I want to know 
what the trust understands 
about what has happened, 
what failings - if any - they 
recognise, and what they plan 
to do to change it. 

“I do not feel the evidence I 


tried to obtain yesterday al¬ 
lowed me to satisfy that part of 
my remit.” 

After the inquest Micah’s 
mum, Lisa Smith, 32, from 
Epsom, said: “It should have 
been clear something was se¬ 
riously wrong as we had been 
in and out of hospital a few 
times, but they just didn’t spot 
what was wrong because they 
didn’t do the right checks. 

“They didn’t listen to my 
concerns. I knew something 
was terribly wrong, but they 
kept reassuring me and telhng 
me it was just reflux. 

“Nothing can ever bring 
Micah back, but we just hope 
that now the NHS will learn 
from this and make changes to 
stop this happening to others. 


“I would hate for another 
family to go through what we 
have had to over the past few 
years.” 

Dr Jim Stephenson, joint 
head of microbiology at 
Epsom Hospital attended the 
inquest on behalf of Epsom 
and St Helier University Hos¬ 
pitals NHS Trust. 

He said: “The process we 
were going through was, 
what lessons could be 
learned and what improve¬ 
ments could be made. 

“Sixteen core concerns 
were arisen.” 

After the inquest, joint 
medical director and deputy 
chief executive at Epsom 
Hospital, Dr Ruth Charlton, 
apologised for the trusts’ 


failings, but insisted initia¬ 
tives introduced since Micah’s 
death and more paediatric 
consultants will prevent simi¬ 
larly ill infants dying. 

She said: “Since this case, 
we have introduced a number 
of steps to reduce the risk of 
a similar occurrence ever 
happening again in future, 
including recruiting an addi¬ 
tional four acute paediatric 
consultants to bolster our 
clinical capacity in this area. 

“We have also introduced a 
children’s observation and 
severity tool - an observation 
and early warning system to 
help our staff identify unwell 
children quickly so that op¬ 
portunities for early diag¬ 
noses are not missed.”

Fires at High

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Painting raffled 
for hospital toys 



Inspired by a Worcester Park boy’s battle 
with leukaemia, a giant Jimi Hendrix 
painting has been raffled off to buy toys 
and a television for Epsom Hospital’s 
children’s ward. 

Five-year-old Joshua Overy, of Hand- 
side Close, had cancer diagnosed on June 
18, and has since received chemotherapy, 
lumbar punctures, bone marrow tests 
and blood transfusions at the Royal 
Marsden Hospital, Sutton. 

Joshua’s less intensive treatment takes 
place at Epsom Hospital, where his 
father, Lee said there are only two mobile 
TVs and a limited range of toys across 
the whole paediatric ward. 

When Mr Overy set out to raise enough 
money to buy new toys and a 3D TV, his 
long-time friend, artist Elmo Hood, de¬ 
cided to sell the Hendrix painting in a 
raffle, which had raised more than £1,200 
as the Epsom Guardian went to press. 

Mr Overy, 38, said: “It’s obviously been 
an incredibly hard time for our family, 
but it is absolutely amazing the support 
we get from people like Elmo. 

“I can’t say how grateful we are to have 
a friend who will just lend a hand to our 
cause without a second thought.” 

Mr Hood, a contemporary artist from 


London, said he was moved to help 
“lovely lad” Joshua as soon as he heard 
about his condition. 

He said: “Joshua’s really just taken it 
on the chin and been incredibly brave 
with the whole thing. 

“And those children at the hospital 
deserve new toys and TVs and games 
consoles more than anyone.” 

Joshua suffers from acute lymphoblas¬ 
tic leukaemia, meaning he is at a high 
risk of infection, and spends a consider¬ 
able amount of time isolated from fellow 
patients, which further highlights the 
need for new toys, according to his 
father. 

Mr Overy said: “The past few months 
Joshua’s had every problem going - 
fevers, infections, the lot. When he is in 
isolated care he can’t even go into the 
playroom. 

“And so it’s really important there are 
enough toys and televisions - to stop 
them getting too bored.”

Fraudster spared jail

A fraudster who claimed more 
than £ 22,000 in benefits she was 
not entitled to do has been spared 
jail. 

Maria Galazzi of Upper High 
Street, Epsom, pleaded guilty to 
14 benefit fraud offences at Red- 
hill Magistrates’ Court on Tues¬ 
day, September 22. 

She received a 20 -week prison 
sentence, suspended for two 
years, and was ordered to pay 
back the £22,481.71 she fraudu¬ 
lently claimed. 


She must also pay £1,575 in 
costs and an £80 victim 
surcharge. 

Epsom and Ewell Borough 
Council investigated Galazzi 
when a computer check threw up 
examples of periods of employ¬ 
ment she had not declared. 

Closer investigation unearthed 
several different periods of em¬ 
ployment both she and her hus¬ 
band had carried out while 
Galazzi was still claiming bene¬ 
fits to which she was not entitled. 

A council spokesman said: 
“Maria Galazzi thought she could 
get away with claiming benefits 
she was not entitled to - a big 
mistake - and she is now worse 


off as a result. She has also now 
got a criminal record for dishon¬ 
esty and will live with a suspend¬ 
ed sentence hanging over her. 

“People claiming benefit they 
are not entitled to should be 
aware that, with more advanced 
technologies being introduced all 
the time, they will be caught.” 

From October 1 all welfare 
fraud in Epsom and Ewell will be 
investigated by the Department 
for Work and Pensions. 

Anyone with information about 
someone claiming benefits they 
are not entitled to should call the 
fraud hotline on 0800 854440. 

Calls are confidential and will 
be investigated.

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Open fields: The proposed site for the new burial ground 


Row over plans for 
multi-faith cemetery

A fresh row has erupted over 
controversial plans for a multi¬ 
faith cemetery. 

A proposal submitted by An- 
isha Amin to create a large 
multi-faith burial ground and a 
chapel in Banstead was with¬ 
drawn in April last year, follow¬ 
ing widespread opposition. 

However, a revised application 
was submitted to Reigate and 
Banstead Borough Council on 
July 29, seeking permission to 
build on 25 acres of pastureland 
in Croydon Lane. 

Justin Smith, managing direc¬ 
tor of agent Cemetery Develop¬ 
ment Services, said: “People, in 
part, only get scared when they 
hear the term ‘multi-faith’. 


“I think those people - who are 
unfortunately a very vocal 
minority - are twitchy almost to 
the point of paranoia.” 

More than 550 online objec¬ 
tions have been submitted to the 
council, with most complaining 
either it would not be an appro¬ 
priate use of residential green- 
belt land. 

Honor Donkin, of Heath Close, 
Banstead, wrote: “It is well-nigh 
impossible for Christians to be 
buried in a graveyard these 
days, so I can appreciate the 
(Muslim?) community would 
want to have somewhere to bury 
their dead. 

“However, it would be better 
surely to grant permission for 
this to be placed away from a 
community. 

“Please do not force it on us, 
rather allow the cemetery in an 
area that has not been developed, 


further out in the countryside.” 

MP for Reigate Crispin Blunt 
also weighed in. 

He said: “My constituents re¬ 
main concerned that the change 
of use from arable farmland to a 
multi-faith cemetery would 
harm the character of the area.” 

Mr Diodato, of Longcroft Av¬ 
enue, Banstead, added: “Justin 
Smith needs to get his facts 
straight. There’s nothing racist 
or Islamophobic about our ob¬ 
jection to this. 

“We bought these houses sur¬ 
rounded by green belt land and 
farm land, and we have a right to 
oppose plans to have a cemetery 
built right outside our door.” 

A decision is expected to be 
made by Friday November 6, 
and the planning application 
can be viewed at reigate- 
banstead.gov.uk reference 
number 15/01690/F.

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A bungalow ravaged by fire in 
March is to be demolished and a 
replacement chalet erected de¬ 
spite objections from concerned 
neighbours. 

Firefighters were nearly 
trapped inside when the roof col¬ 
lapsed as they tackled the blaze 
in Chapel Way, Ewell, earlier this 
year. 

The house’s elderly resident 
was not inside during the fire, 
but her home was destroyed.

“The amount of light received 
in the side bedroom (of our 
house) was already restricted by 
the original wall, but the extra 
height to accommodate the 
dormer and the extension of the 
wall by four metres will reduce 
that light severely.”

Red kites are returning to 
Surrey, according to a Leather- 
head wildlife campaigner who 
insists the protection of birds of 
prey is vital in maintaining the 
food chain. 

By the end of the last century 
the birds of prey - renowned for 
their distinctive forked tails and 
chestnut colouration - were on 
the verge of extinction. 

A national conservation project 
saw 93 kites released in the 
Chilterns about 25 years ago, and 
their numbers have steadily 
increased. 

Simon Cowell, founder of 
Wildlife Aid, is hopeful they will 
become a common sight in 
Surrey skies. 

Mr Cowell said: “We have had 
five into the centre this year hav¬ 
ing never had any kites before. 

“There must be more though - 
there have been quite a few 
sightings.” 

One of the five rescued by the 
charity has died, but three have 
already been successfully 
released back into the wild. 

Mr Cowell believes the in¬ 
creased numbers of red kite 
sightings recently may be due to 


the birds leaving the Chilterns in 
search of food. 

He said: “Any population 
reaches critical mass at some 
point. 

“There are so many up in 
Oxfordshire now, so they break 
away and find new hunting 
grounds.” 

He now believes his charity has 
a challenge on its hands in 
changing public attitudes to red 
kites, as well as other predatory 
animals. 

He said: “I am opti¬ 
mistic, but that is 
always tempered 
by cynicism 

because peo¬ 
ple tend to 
think they 
are a bad 
thing 
because 
they are 
predators. 

“You would 
be shocked 

at how many 
foxes we find 
with pellet 


wounds from people who have 
taken a pop at them. 

“Some say birds of prey are a 
disaster, but they play a crucial 
role in the food chain. 

“It is all very well protecting 
lions, tigers and pandas - the 
‘sexy’ animals - but we have got 
to protect it all. 

“If we lose the food chain at the 
bottom the apex predators at the 
top can’t survive, and vice-versa. 

“It is because the food chain 
exists that we are here.”

I am writing in response to your 
front page article (Save stroke 
services, September 17) regard¬ 
ing the review of stroke services 
in Surrey. 

I would like to take this oppor¬ 
tunity to explain more about the 
review and reassure readers 
about the benefits. 

The purpose of the review is to 
see how we can make sure Sur¬ 
rey residents have access to the 
very best services for stroke, at 
all stages of their care, so anyone 
suffering a stroke has the best 
possible chances of recovery. 

Stroke can be a devastating 
event - for people who have a 
stroke, their families and carers - 
and local people are already 
telling us we could do more to 
improve services. 


A key part of the review is 
listening to what local people 
think is important - that will 
help us develop services that 
best meet the needs of Surrey 
residents. 

There is clear clinical evidence 
that having access to the 
most specialist care, from highly 
trained and experienced doctors 
and nurses, significantly im¬ 
proves outcomes for people 
affected by stroke. 

Services in Surrey are not cur¬ 
rently offering this specialist 
care consistently. There is more 
we could do to improve preven¬ 
tion, hospital care, rehabilitation 
and services in the community. 

I know local people are con¬ 
cerned about hospital services. 
National experts, local clinicians 


and local people have all told us 
that having access to the most 
specialist care immediately 
after a stroke is particularly 
important. 

Clinical evidence shows us this 
gives people the best possible 
chances of recovery and helps 
to reduce the devastating 
consequences of stroke. 

At the moment, only one hospi¬ 
tal in Surrey offers access to the 
most specialist services with 
highly skilled staff seven days a 
week. 

We want to make sure these 
services are available seven days 
a week at more than one hospital, 
so everyone who has a stroke has 
access to the most specialist care 
when they need it. 

Surrey does not have a big 


enough population or enough 
specialist professionals and 
equipment to have this at every 
hospital. 

Even with unlimited resources 
there are not enough specialist 
stroke clinicians available to do 
this. I want to reassure people 
that no decisions have been made 
about what will happen next - 
there is still a lot more work to 
do. 

We are continuing to listen to 
what local people and clinicians 
have to say to help plan next 
steps.

‘Extending parking 
permits will kill pub’

A pub landlord believes planned 
parking changes will “kill every 
pub in the village” if they go 
ahead. 

The existing residents parking 
scheme in Kingston Road was im¬ 
plemented two years ago and 
stretches from Chessington Road 
to the Wheatsheaf pub. 

Darren Hull, leaseholder of the 
Wheatsheaf, has noticed a “sub¬ 
stantial reduction” in his pub’s 
daytime trade, and a 30 per cent 
decline in the business turnover 
since the move. 

The pub has no off-street park¬ 
ing for patrons. 

New plans, proposed by Surrey 
County Council, would extend the 
scheme further up Kingston Road, 
close to the nearby Eight Bells 
pub. A final decision will be made 
on the proposal in December if 70 
per cent of residents approve it 
ahead of Friday’s deadline. 

Mr Hull fears the move would be 
“disastrous” for his pub. 

He said: “The Bells are not wor¬ 
ried about it. They have their own 
car parking facilities. There is no 
competition between us - we have 
our regulars and they have theirs. 

“For us it is a nightmare. It most

certainly will get worse.” 

Surrey County Council believe 
the new scheme will deter com¬ 
muters and other non-residents 
using the road between 8.30am 
and 6.30pm, Monday to Saturday - 
enabling residents to park closer 
to their homes. 

Mr Hull added: “I appreciate 
people want to park outside their 
house, but it would kill every pub 
in the village. If the residents are 
moaning about commuter park¬ 
ing, why on earth does it have to 
be on a Saturday? 

“If it is to be implemented, can 
they not look at staggered times 
that specifically target commuter 
parking?”

Mr Hull met with Ewell Council¬ 
lor Michael Arthur on September 
28 to put forward the case against 
the scheme. 

The Ewell councillor believes 
the issue requires “balance”. 

He said: “We listened to his com¬ 
ments and I do have sympathy 
with what he was saying. He has 
made a good submission to the 
council. 

“I think we will have to see what 
other residents have to say.”

Crisis in the Epsom Property Market...probably? 


I don’t know about you, but if you watch 
SKY News every waking hour or read the 
newspapers, it always seems we as a Country, 
Europe or the World seem to lurch from one 
crisis to another. Another week, another 
crisis averted. It was only last summer the 
soothsayers were predicting the end of the 
world over the supposed house price bubble 
that many believed was developing in the 
South. Property prices were rising at 20%+ per 
annum in London, only for things to ease as 
the property market in the Capital showed a 
controlled slowdown and cooling in activity with 
price growth easing to a more realistic 8% to 
9% per annum. Interestingly, there was no panic 
when some modest price drops were seen in 
some of London’s highest priced suburbs. 

However, this month’s crisis is the Buy to Let boom 
and as George Osborne always likes to be topical, in 
the July emergency budget, he declared that he will 
start to scale back, from 2017, the tax relief that those 
high income tax rate landlords with a mortgage have 
benefited from. The Daily Mail ran headlines stating it 
was the end of the private landlord; predicting many 
landlords will give up on Buy to Let altogether and we 
will be inundated with rental properties up for sale as 
landlords feel squeezed from the market. 

Even Mr Carney, the Governor of the Bank of 
England, recently cautioned that the Buy to Let 
property market could destabilise the whole UK 


property market. He was concerned landlords who 
bought with high loan to value mortgages could be 
spooked if there is a property crash, they would panic 
because of negative equity, sell cheaply, which would 
worsen house price falls. 

End of the world then? ... this week, yes probably, 
but next week ... that is another story! Before we all 
go and live like a hermit in the Scottish highlands, 
let me explain to you my perspective on the whole 
subject. As I mentioned a few weeks ago, two thirds 
of Buy to Let properties bought in the last eight 
years have been bought mortgage free - so they 
won’t be affected by the Chancellors’ tax changes. 
Also, something I feel is often overlooked but very 
important, is the fact that landlords historically have 
only been able to normally borrow up to 75% of 
the value of the rental property. In the last property 
crash of 2008, property values dropped by the not 
so insignificant figure of 16.69% in Epsom, but even 
then, when we had the credit crunch and the world’s 
banking sector was on the brink, no landlord would 
have been in negative equity in Epsom. 

I believe we have a case of ‘bad news selling 
newspapers’ and I believe that Buy to Let and the 
property market as a whole, will carry on relatively 
intact. It’s true reducing tax relief will hit landlords 
who pay the higher rate of income tax and this may 
slightly diminish Buy to Let as an investment vehicle, 
but I doubt people will sell. Many landlords have been 
relaxed with their investments, buying with their heart 


and then looking at the figures. You would never 
dream of investing in the stock market without doing 
your homework and talking to people in the know. 
If you want to make money in the Epsom property 
market as a buy to let landlord, it’s all about having 
the right property and as you grow, the right portfolio 
mix to offer a balanced investment that will give you 
both yield and capital growth. 

The Epsom Buy to Let market still offers good 
investment opportunities to new and experienced 
alike. Those who have bought in the last twelve to 
eighteen months have reaped the benefit from buying 
in Epsom, because the town offered a combination 
of reasonable house prices with subsequently 
increasing rents. Property values have risen by 
14.99% in the last eighteen months in Epsom, whilst 
looking at rents, in 02 2015, average rental values for 
new tenancies were 11% higher than 02 2014, which 
is particularly interesting as they only rose by 4.5% 
between 02 2013 and Q2 2014. 

I cannot stress enough the importance of doing your 
homework. One source of information and advice is 
the Epsom Property Blog where I have similar articles 
to this about the Epsom property market and what 
I consider to be the best Buy to Let deals around 
at anyone time, irrespective of which agent it is on 
the market with.

What made you decide to tell your story in 
front of a live audience? 

I wanted to know if people wanted to hear my 
story and it turns out they do.

• Driving a powerful car increases the heart rate by 
almost four times, which is more than when watching 
a horror film, riding a rollercoaster or even skydiving.
